INTRODUCTION 


One  in  every  200  people  on  the  planet  is  a  member  of  the  group  ealled  Canadian.  We  are  a 
diverse  people  of  many  baekgrounds,  some  with  forebears  here  for  ten  thousand  years,  others 
having  arrived  only  yesterday.  Varied  histories  and  individual  experienees  have  brought 
divergent,  evolving  opinions  on  a  host  of  issues.  The  veneers  of  cultural  and  religious 
inheritance  overlaying  our  common  biology  have  inspired  enough  conflict  and  mean¬ 
spiritedness,  but  have  also  not  entirely  blocked  movement  toward  protection  of  and  respect 
for  individual  differences  \ 


This  document  is  a  bibliographic  record,  in  overview  and  in  minutiae,  of  the  evolving  story  of 
the  Canadian  gay  and  lesbian  (LGBTQ+)  community  through  more  than  half  a  century.  It  is  the 
continuing  record,  through  several  decades  and  generations,  of  discussion,  disagreement, 
struggle,  research,  and  creative  endeavour. 


SCOPE 

The  bibliography  is  a  consolidation  of  earlier  bibliographies  and  an  extension  of  them. 

It  is  a  consolidation  of  citations  (with  omissions  noted  below)  from  three  earlier  works;  namely. 

Homosexuality  in  Canada,  1st  ed.  (Toronto:  Pink  Triangle  Press,  1979); 

Homosexuality  in  Canada,  2nd  ed.  (Toronto:  Canadian  Gay  Archives,  1984);  and 

Gay  Canada:  A  Bibliography  and  Videography,  1984-2008  (web-mounted 
version,  2009,  hosted  by  University  of  Saskatchewan  Library  at  its 
“Saskatchewan  Resources  for  Sexual  Diversity”  website)^. 


^  On  November  28,  2017,  Canadian  Prime  Minister  Justin  Trudeau  delivered  an  apology  in  the  Canadian  Parliament 
to  gay  and  lesbian  Canadians  for  their  shoddy  treatment  by  fellow  citizens  over  the  previous  decades.  His  words 
were  welcomed  by  very  many,  but,  truth  be  told,  probably  not  by  all.  What  those  words  represented,  beyond  their 
very  personal  meanings,  was  an  acknowledgment  that  a  concept  of  fundamental  individual  human  dignity  and  rights 
is  alive  and  is  to  be  protected  and  valued,  despite  stubborn  tendencies  in  some  religious  and  some  cultural  traditions 
to  insist  otherwise. 
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The  editor  of  this  document  was  also  the  compiler  of  two  of  the  earlier  bibliographies  consolidated  here. 
Homosexuality  in  Canada.  L‘  edition  (1979)  and  Gay  Canada  (2009).  Those  together  encompass  most  of  the  period 
of  citation.  The  third  work.  Homosexuality  in  Canada.  2”‘*  edition  (1984),  compiled  by  a  student  (William 
Crawford)  hired  under  a  government  grant,  concentrated  on  the  six-year  period  of  1978  to  1984,  also  adding  some 
important  lesbian  references.  French-language  items,  and  earlier  legal  cases. 

^  The  latest  edition  of  Gay  Canada:  A  Bibliography  and  Videography  is  the  2009  version  hosted  by  the  University  of 
Saskatchewan  Library.  That  work  went  through  several  editions,  including  those  of  2001  and  2002  which  were

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Omissions  from  the  Consolidated  List 

Four  major  sections  of  Homosexuality  in  Canada,  2nd  edition  (1984)  are 
omitted.  Those  sections  are; 

■  Canadian  Gay  Archives:  Vertical  Files/Dossiers  (a  list  of  files); 

■  Canadian  Gay  Archives:  Collection  (a  list  of  archival  files); 

■  Canadian  Gay  Periodicals  (including  Gay  Periodicals  section  ,  1st  ed.); 
and  ■  Lesbian  and  Feminist  Periodicals. 

These  sections  are  outdated.  There  has  been  much  change  in  the  intervening 
years.  The  user  should  consult  the  Canadian  Lesbian  and  Gay  Archives  (CLGA) 
for  current  information  regarding  the  first  two  omissions  and  should  either  check 
the  Canadian  Lesbian  and  Gay  Periodicals  section  of  this  consolidation  for  a  more 
current  overview  of  important  periodical  titles  or  examine  the  currently  posted 
(June  2017)  international  Serials  List  at  the  CLGA  site  (www.clga.ca) 

Extensions  to  the  Consolidated  List 

The  cutoff  date  for  the  earlier  Gay  Canada  (2009)  was  2008.  This  consolidation 

■  adds  citations  for  2009  and  2010,  to  round  out  coverage  to  the  end  of 

the  first  decade  of  the  twenty-first  century; 
and  aadds  citations,  particularly  for  the  period  2000  to  2008  and  for  academic 
theses  of  the  entire  period,  through  limited  re-searching  of  sources. 

Editing  of  the  Consolidated  List. 

■  web  links  in  the  document  were  checked  in  late  2017  or  early  2018; 

■  inaccessible  links  were  so  marked,  but  were  usually  left  in  place  to  serve 

as  references  for  any  accompanying  descriptions  or  quotations; 

■  the  “Internet  Resources”  section  of  Gay  Canada  (2009)  was  reworked 

to  remove  a  few  inaccessible  links  and  to  add  others.  If  a  dead  link 
in  this  section  contained  significant  information,  the  entry  was 
reformatted  for  another  appropriate  section  of  the  list; 
and  ■  obvious  spelling  and  other  errors  were  corrected.  However,  citations 
were,  in  general,  carried  into  the  consolidation  without  further 
checking. 

The  consolidation  provides  a  broad  overview  across  disciplines  (see  Table  of  Contents)  and 
across  time.  It  includes  references  to  print,  video,  and  electronic  formats  and  notes  a  wide  variety 
of  citations  -  to  scholarly  publication,  works  of  the  imagination,  selected  popular  writing,  and 
some  important  early  unpublished  items  (e.g.,  briefs  to  government  bodies). 

Coverage  in  time  encompasses  the  post -World  War  II  decades  of  RCMP  and  federal  civic 
service  harassment  of  the  gay  community;  the  1969  decriminalization  legislation  and  the  1982 
Charter  of  Rights  and  Freedoms;  major  struggles  for  anti-discrimination  legislation  in  the  1980s 
and  1990s;  issues  of  conception,  custody  and  adoption  of  children  by  same-sex  couples  and 


of  academic  libraries),  and  a  further  supplement  in  2004,  published  by  iirg,  Toronto.  The  2009  edition  incorporates 
contents  of  the  earlier  editions  and  supplement,  with  additions  and  corrections. 
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individuals;  and  passage  in  2005  of  the  Civil  Marriage  Act,  which  legalized  same-sex  marriage 
everywhere  in  Canada,  after  many  years  of  discussion  and  earlier  piecemeal  legislation  by 
provincial  and  territorial  jurisdictions. 

The  list  is  a  record  of  work  concerning  Canada,  the  definition  of  “Canadian”  being  more  or  less 
consistently  defined  across  the  three  earlier  lists.  (Deviations  and  inconsistencies  there  were 
primarily  in  the  subcategories  of  1)  Canadian  imprint  with  a  non-Canadian  author  or  non- 
Canadian  subject;  and  2)  Canadian  author  writing  on  a  non-Canadian  (other  country)  subject). 
Thus, 


Homosexuality  in  Canada,  1st  ed.  (1979)  notes  three  criteria  for  inclusion: 

authorship  by  a  Canadian  or  long-time  resident  individual  or  a  Canadian 
organization,  regardless  of  place  of  publication;  Canadian  subject, 
regardless  of  place  of  publication;  or  “in  some  few  cases,”  items  with  a 
Canadian  imprint  with  subject  “not  specifically  Canadian”  (Introduction,  p.  3); 

Gay  Canada  (2009)  and  extension  to  2010  include  literary  works  authored  by 
Canadians,  wherever  published,  but  list  literary  works  authored  by  non- 
Canadians  and  published  by  a  Canadian  house  only  sometimes 
(a  frequent  example  here  being  publication  of  works  of  non-Canadians 
by  Arsenal  Pulp  Press;  many  such  were  not  included).  For  Gay  Canada 
(2009)  and  extended  listings,  all  non-literary  categories  list  works  with 
significant  Canadian  subject  content.  Works  by  a  Canadian  author  are 
listed  when  subject  matter  is  of  a  general  (not  country-specific)  nature, 
but  not  if  the  subject  is  another  country  or  countries; 
and 

Homosexuality  in  Canada,  2nd  ed.  (1984)  paraphrases  the  definition  of  the  first 
edition  (English  introduction  ,  p.  I),  but  deviates  slightly  in  noting  “works 
whose  only  claim  to  a  Canadian  identity  was  a  Canadian  imprint  were 
only  included  if  they  were  judged  to  have  some  particular  significance” 
[consolidator  emphasis]. 

These  cross-publication  definitional  differences  (mainly  in  comparison  of  Homosexuality  in 
Canada,  2nd  edition,  with  the  other  two  lists),  along  with  occasional  ad  hoc  decisions  by 
compilers,  have  resulted  in  some  fuzziness  around  the  inclusion  periphery,  with  works  in  those 
border  areas  sometimes  being  noted  and  at  other  times  excluded"^ .  The  consolidator  did  not 
attempt  any  reconciliation  in  these  cases,  but  simply  included  what  was  presented. 


Gay  Canada  (2009)  has  excluded,  e.g.,  David  Rayside’s  Openly-Gay  and  a  Member  of  Congress  (Toronto: 
Faculty  of  Law,  University  of  Toronto,  1993),  David  Higgs’s  edited  work.  Queer  Sites:  Gay  Urban  Histories  since 
1600  (New  York:  Routledge,  1999),  and  Queer  Iberia,  edited  by  Josiah  Blackmore  and  Gregory  S.  Hutcheson 
(Durham,  NC:  Duke  University  Press,  1999),  even  though  authors  or  editors  fit  the  definition  of  Canadian  as 
constructed.  Homosexuality  in  Canada,  2'“’  edition,  has  included  many  Will  Aitken  book  and  film  reviews  of  non- 
Canadian  films  (sometimes  from  foreign  gay  periodicals  as  well),  items  which  would  not  have  been  included  in 
either  Homosexuality  in  Canada,  U'  edition,  nor  Gay  Canada  (2009),  following  their  criteria,  as  noteworthy  as  such 
work  is. 
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With  regard  to  significance  of  reference  in  listed  citations,  note  that  greatly  increased  discussion 
of  LGBTQ  matters  through  the  decades  covered  by  the  list  has  resulted  in  exclusion  in  the  later 
years  of  some  items  of  slighter  reference  and  inclusion  of  more  such  items  in  earlier  years. 

Note  on  important  exclusions: 

Print  works  from  popular  magazines  were  included  selectively  and  when  substantial.  Newspaper 
articles,  however,  were  excluded  for  the  most  part,  with  only  occasional  prominent  items  cited  in 
the  list.  The  many  academic  theses  included  were  drawn  primarily  from  the  Library  and 
Archives  Canada  (LAC)  Thesis  Portal  entries,  with  some  additions  from  several  other  sites  and 
indexes.  The  user  should  note  that  many  thesis  entries  in  LAC  carry  not  only  a  summary,  but 
also  an  electronic  link  to  the  thesis.  Most  such  links  were  not  included  in  the  list.  (Note  also 
that  the  dozens  of  individual  university  library  catalogues  across  Canada  were  not 
comprehensively  searched  for  theses,  with  the  result  that,  if  an  institution’s  academic  theses  did 
not  find  their  way  into  LAC  records  or  into  other  indexes  examined,  they  would  have  been 
overlooked). 

SOURCES  SEARCHED  and  Search  strategies 

Queer  publication  increased  markedly  in  Canada  from  the  1990s  and  continues  rapid  growth 
beyond  the  cutoff  date  of  2010  for  this  consolidation^  .  As  a  result,  there  was  much  to  examine  in 
indexes  and  catalogues,  particularly  for  Gay  Canada  (2009)  and  its  earlier  editions.  Many  items 
checked  were  important  and  others  were  ephemeral.  In  judging  the  less  significant  works,  the 
compilers  have  erred  often  on  the  side  of  inclusion.  (Minor  items,  as  noted  by  one  of  the 
compilers,  were  more  often  included  when  a  particular  subject  area  seemed  lacking  in  material  in 
order  that  some  starting  point  could  be  presented  to  the  user.  Such  items  were  more  often  also 
included  in  the  earlier  years). 

Major  and  varied  indexing  sources  were  chosen  in  order  to  maximize  retrieval  of  a  broad  subject 
range  of  important  references.  Nevertheless,  still  other  indexes  could  be  checked  and  those 
would  likely,  in  spite  of  some  overlap  in  coverage  with  those  already  searched,  yield  some 
important  items,  because  of  differences  in  indexing  emphasis.  The  user  can  note,  though,  that 
with  the  large  number  of  scholarly  references  presented  in  this  list,  the  time-honoured  approach 
of  following  the  reference  trail  in  the  cited  papers  is  another  useful  way  to  possibly  uncover 
additional  relevant  material. 

The  names  of  some  of  the  examined  indexing  sources  used  in  compilation  of  the  three  individual 
lists  of  this  consolidation  have  been  extracted  from  introductory  material  in  those  earlier  lists. 

The  user  should  be  aware  that  those  sources  have,  in  many  cases,  evolved  over  the  years.  Print 
indexes  have  been  largely  replaced  by  digital  ones;  sources  have  changed  name;  new  indexes 
have  appeared;  and  indexing  companies  have  altered  business  structure.  Beyond  that,  index 
coverage  varies  over  time  (in  terms  of  magazine  titles  included,  time  periods  covered,  and  depth 
of  index  entry  [e.g.,  full  text,  or  less]),  while  indexing  terminology  evolves,  and  can  vary  among

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databases  and  perhaps  even  in  a  given  database  over  time.  Emphasis  on  newer  topies  (same-sex 
marriage,  e.g.)  may  give  rise  to  new  indexing  terms.  Thus,  for  the  user  wishing  to  seareh  for 
additional  items  related  to  works  encountered  in  this  list,  it  is  important  to  consider  which 
indexes  to  use,  what  the  structure  of  those  indexes  is,  and  the  range  of  alternative  terminologies 
that  might  be  used.  In  general,  sources  should  be  chosen  and  search  strategies  planned  with  care 
to  ensure  retrieval  matching  research  needs. 

Each  of  the  three  earlier  lists  presented  some  description  of  their  methods  of  retrieval  and 
screening  for  significant  items.  Thus, 

Homosexuality  in  Canada,  1st  ed.,  compiled  in  1979,  in  pre-internet  days, 
noted  examination  of  the  (at  that  time)  small  collection  of  the 
Canadian  Gay  Archives  for  relevant  items  and  the  additional  checking 
of  print  copies  of  a  variety  of  secondary  sources.  Noted  in  its 
Introduction  (p.  3)  are:  Canadian  Periodical  Index,  Canadian  Theses, 
Canadiana,  Dissertation  Abstracts  International,  Index  to  Canadian  Eegal 
Periodical  Eiterature,  Psychological  Abstracts,  and  Sociological 
Abstracts.  Many  individual  bibliographies  were  also  checked. 

Homosexuality  in  Canada,  2nd  ed.  (1984),  noted  that  citations  from  Canadian 
Periodical  Index,  Canadian  News  Index,  Periodex,  RADAR,  and 
Point  de  repere  were  listed  selectively,  “since  articles  about  homosexuality 
have  become  commonplace  in  the  mainstream  press  in  the  past  decade” 
and  these  indexes  made  such  content  accessible  (English  introduction, 
p.  I).  The  compiler  also  noted  that  some  sections  of  the  bibliography  were 
deliberately  limited  because  of  a  desire  not  to  duplicate  the  bibliographic 
work  of  others  (e.g.,  the  AIDS  section)  or  because  of  time  constraints.  The 
compiler  of  that  edition  does  not  note  other  specific  indexing  sources 
searched,  but  does  acknowledge  the  help  of  a  number  of  Montreal  sources 
in  developing  the  bibliography. 

The  edition  expanded  considerably  on  the  Erench-language  listings  of 
the  first  edition.  It  also  provided  separate  lists  (not  carried  over  to  this 
consolidation  because  of  their  outdated  nature,  as  noted  earlier  in  this 
Introduction)  labelled  “Canadian  Gay  Archives:  Vertical  Eiles”; 

“Canadian  Gay  Archives:  Collection”;  “Canadian  Gay  Periodicals”;  and 
“Eesbian  and  Feminist  Periodicals.” 
and 

Gay  Canada:  A  Bibliography  and  Videography  (2009  electronic  edition  and 

earlier  print  format  editions)  notes  in  its  introduction  the  examination  of 
a  wide  range  of  sources,  including,  variously, 

AMICUS  (Eibrary  and  Archives  Canada)  catalogue; 

Proquest  Dissertations  &  Theses;  MLA  International  Bibliography; 
America:  History  and  Life;  ERIC  (education  database); 

Psychological  Abstracts;  CSA  Sociological  Abstracts; 

CPI.Q;  CBCA  Full  text;  Canadian  Research  Index;  LegalTrac; 

Index  to  Canadian  Legal  Literature;  and  Expanded  Academic  ASAP;  as 
well  as,  for  some  of  the  earlier  editions,  Toronto  Public  Library  catalogue; 


Bibliotheque  nationale  du  Quebec  catalogue;  Repere,  Globe  &  Mail, 

NISC  Gay  &  Lesbian  Abstracts,  and  other  related  lists  and  references 
in  monographs  and  on  websites. 

For  extension  of  coverage  to  2009  and  2010,  the  consolidator  examined  the 

Library  and  Archives  Canada  (LAC)  AMICUS  catalogue  in  detail  under  a 
wide  variety  of  headings  related  to  LGBTQ  issues  to  add  book  titles; 
checked  LAC’s  Thesis  Portal  (for  2009  and  2010,  but  also  re-checked  it 
back  through  the  decades  to  the  1960s  to  improve  thesis  coverage); 
examined  ProQuest  5000  and  OmniFile  Full  Text  Mega  databases,  which 
draw  together  citations  from  a  wide  range  of  disciplines  (again  carrying 
searches  back  to  2000);  noted  works  from  the  “Canadian  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Collection”  series  of  the  University  of  Saskatchewan  Library  catalogue; 
and  looked  at  the  Ryerson  University  Library’s  “Sexual  Diversity  Studies” 
site  for  additional  relevant  references  and  links  to  relevant  author 
websites.  Yet  other  sources  yielded  additional  items,  as  did  chance 
encounters. 

A  further  important  extension  of  coverage  for  the  consolidated  list  was  made 
through  detailed  examination  of  the  Canadian  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Archives  book  catalogue  (October  23,  2017  version,  online  PDF  file) 
and  extraction  from  it  of  many  significant  Canadian  works  that  had  not 
previously  been  included  in  the  three  earlier  bibliographies^.  Extractions 
are  referenced  to  alert  the  user  that  inclusion  criteria  in  that  catalogue 
might  be  different  (broader)  than  those  applied  to  the  bibliographies. 


Search  strategies 

The  method  of  searching  various  sources  is  dictated  by  the  structure  of  those  sources.  The  pre- 
Internet  publications.  Homosexuality  in  Canada,  1®'  and  2"‘*  editions,  required  examination  of 
print  catalogues  and  print  indexes,  and  useful  searches  were  conducted  primarily  through  subject 
indexes  in  those  sources.  Only  a  limited  number  of  subject  terms,  relating  to  homosexuality  or, 
more  broadly,  sexuality,  were  of  use. 

Gay  Canada  (2009  and  its  earlier  editions)  and  the  later  updating  for  2009  and  2010  made  use 
of  the  more  nuanced  search  capabilities  of  electronic  catalogues  and  indexes.  Depending  on  the 
nature  and  size  of  the  catalogue  or  index  searched,  checking  was  done  by  using,  variously, 
subject  heading  searches; 
abstract  or  title  keyword  searches; 
general  keyword  searches;  and  also,  as  necessary. 


^  The  CLGA  book  catalogue  also  includes  many  and  various  reports  and  papers  of  government  bodies  and  of  a  wide 
variety  of  non-govemmental  organizations.  It  notes  as  well  some  event  programs,  calendars,  fundraising  brochures, 
and  booklets/pamphlets  concerning  sex  and  health.  Such  works  are,  for  the  most  part,  not  included  in  the 
consolidation.  The  researcher  in  some  focused  area  will  wish  to  examine  this  additional  material  and  to  note  also 
other  resources  of  the  Archives  (online  lists  of  LGBTQ  serials,  motion  pictures,  posters,  and  vertical  files.) 


name  searches. 


Truncation,  Boolean  operators  (AND  /  OR  /  NOT),  and  a  variety  of  related  subject  terms 
were  used,  as  were  date  and  publication- type  limits. 

To  illustrate,  this  sample  search  of  the  ProQuest  5000  database  retrieved  over  900  records 
(on  December  22,  2017): 

SU(homosexual*  OR  gay*  OR  lesbian*  OR  bisexual*  OR  transsexual*  OR  transgend*) 
AND  SU(Canada)  AND  YR(2005-2010). 

This  statement  retrieves  (from  the  large  number  of  databases  in  the  ProQuest  5000  suite) 
records  to  which  a  subject  heading  (SU)  of  any  of  homosexual,  gay,  lesbian,  bisexual, 
etc.,  has  been  applied. 

In  addition  to  those  records,  the  statement  also  retrieves,  because  of  use  of  the  truncation 
symbol  (*)  any  record  beginning  with  homosexual  (e.g.,  homosexuals,  homosexuality), 
gay  (e.g.,  gays,  BUT  also  irrelevancies  such  as  a  name,  Gayber),  transgend  (including 
transgender,  transgendered),  etc. 

The  search  statement  further  limits  the  records  retrieved  to  only  those  containing  the 
subject  heading  Canada  and,  with  the  Year  limitation,  only  articles  carrying  a  date  from 
2005  to  2010. 

One  could  further  limit  searches  to  retrieve,  e.g.,  only  books  or  only  certain  article  types 
(scholarly  journals  or  popular  magazines  or  trade  journals),  or  academic  theses. 


ARRANGEMENT 

Refer  to  the  Table  of  Contents  for  a  broad  outline  of  the  bibliography.  Within  each  section 
primary  arrangement  is  alphabetical  by  author  (and  for  works  with  no  noted  author,  then  by 
title).  A  major  exception  to  this  is  the  LAW,  JUDICIARY  AND  CIVIL  RIGHTS  section. 

In  that  case,  a  primary  chronological  listing  seemed  more  appropriate,  considering  size  of  the 
section  and  importance  of  precedent  in  law.  The  list  there  is  in  reverse  chronology  by 
publication  year  (or  range  of  years),  then  by  author.  (In  Criminology,  also,  a  primary  division 
into  ‘  beforel970’  and  ‘1970  or  later’  has  been  used). 

When  there  is  more  than  one  work  by  an  author  in  a  section,  arrangement  is  by  title  within  the 
author’s  list.  If  an  author  is  a  single  author,  the  first  author  of  a  multi-authored  work,  and  an 
editor,  all  in  the  same  section,  the  single-author  works  precede  the  multi-authored  ones  and  the 
edited  works  follow  those  two.  Entries  beginning  with  a  numeral  are  filed  before  the  A’s  (but 
please  check  at  the  number  as  spelled  written  out,  as  occasionally  there  may  have  been 
inconsistency  in  this  regard). 

The  “Me”  /  “Mac”  filing  situation  has  been  treated  as  it  is  handled  by  computers.  That  is  to  say. 
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names  are  filed  as  spelled.  Please  eheck  both  possibilities  if  you  are  uncertain. 

Some  attempt  was  made  to  group  related  topics.  Thus,  YOUTH  follows  EDUCATION  AND 

SCHOOLS  and  AIDS  follows  MEDICINE  AND  HEALTH.

A  NOTE  ON  FONTS 

Different  typefaces  were  used  for  entries  drawn  from  the  two  earlier  Homosexuality  in  Canada 
bibliographies.  This  was  done  both  to  acknowledge  the  earlier  work  done  and  to  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  entries,  forms  of  entry,  and  annotations  (in  the  case  of  Homosexuality  in  Canada, 
2^^  edition)  were  not  the  consolidator’s  choices,  but  were  accepted  for  consolidation  even 
though  sometimes  a  citation  was  beyond  the  scope  used  for  the  other  two  lists.  (The 
consolidator  was  also  the  compiler  of  those  other  two  works).  The  font  distinctions  also  permit 
easier  tracking  to  earlier  sources  of  any  transcription  errors  and  help  the  user  to  focus  on  older 
items,  if  required. 

Three  distinct  typefaces  have  been  used. 

The  great  majority  of  entries  (from  Gay  Canada  (2009)  and  the  list  extensions)  use  a 
regular  Times  New  Roman  font  (Microsoft  Word), 
but 

references  from  Homosexuality  in  Canada,  l'^*  edition,  are  presented  in  an  italicized 
Times  New  Roman  font.  (Those  entries  are  further  noted  as  having  come  from  that 
source  by  appending  the  Ref.:  H in  C,  R*  ed.  notation);  and 


references  from  Homosexuality  in  Canada,  2"‘*  edition,  are  presented  in  Verdana  font 
(Microsoft  Word)  (with  entries  noted  as  having  come  from  that  source  with  the 
Ref.:  H  in  C,  2^^  ed.  notation). 


A  CLOSING  WORD 


One  can  wonder  about  the  usefulness  of  a  list  such  as  this.  Many  have  argued  against  sexual 
identity  labels  and  others,  particularly  from  a  vantage  point  of  privilege,  have  denigrated  equality 
efforts  as  socially  disruptive,  or  as  unnecessary  in  a  country  without  (much)  prejudice. 

Continued  incidents  of  homophobic  bullying  and  hate  crime  speak  clearly  enough  in  themselves 
against  such  complacency  or  dissembling.  But. .  .do  you  censor  yourself  from  walking  hand  in 
hand  in  public  with  your  partner?  Do  you  identify  yourself  as  gay  or  lesbian  to  your  physician? 
Do  you  give  a  second  thought  to  speaking  about  your  partner  to  your  employer,  for  medical 
coverage;  or  to  a  landlord,  when  renting?  Do  you  feel  comfortable  with  your  partner  at  your 
sister’s  rural  wedding?  If  you  feel  any  connection  with  these  questions,  still  in  2019,  then. .  .this 
documentation  is  necessary,  not  just  as  an  addition  to  academic  research  but  as  a  record  of  where 
we’ve  been,  a  pointer  to  where  we  need  to  go,  and  a  reminder  of  the  contributions  to  and  the 
prominence  and  diversity  of  the  LGBTQ  community  in  Canadian  and  international  society. 

Now  that  you’ve  seen  the  size  of  this  document  and  the  amount  of  significant  work  recorded  in 
it,  would  you  ever  have  dreamt  that  so  much  could  have  been  written  (or  filmed)  in  one  country 
by  so  many  of  us  about  something  that  really  isn’t,  or  shouldn’t  be,  an  issue?  Well,  it  has  been, 
it  is,  and  it  continues  to  be. .  .an  issue,  and  written  about. .  .by,  for,  and  about  those  who  live  the 
experience  daily,  whether  there,  or  here  in. . .

In  2007,  Arsenal  Pulp  Press  published  Seminal:  The  Anthology  of  Canada’s 
Gay  Male  Poets,  which  includes  works  of  fifty-seven  writers  (see  entry  at 
Seminal,  below  in  this  section,  and  also  an  entry  at  Barton  for  reference  to  his 
instructive  Introduction  to  that  volume).  Seminal  is  recommended  as  the 
first  work  for  examination  by  users  interested  in  an  overview  of  Canadian  gay 
male  poets  in  the  period  up  to  the  anthology  publication  date. 

Seminal  was  consulted  for  additional  works  for  the  bibliography  and  a  number 
of  primary  works  and  works  about  the  writers  were  extracted  for  entry. 

In  the  case  of  some  of  those  extracted  works,  it  was  not  known  if  the  Seminal 
editors’  inclusion  criteria  were  as  narrow  as  those  generally  used  in  this 
consolidated  bibliography.  With  that  uncertainty,  then,  a  compromise  was 
used,  by  including  those  primary  works  of  poetry  (1984  imprints  or  later  only, 
as  examination  of  Seminal  was  done  in  relation  to  the  Gay  Canada  (2009)  list, 
covering  1984-2008)  and  referencing  them  as  having  been  extracted  from 
Seminal.  This  then  alerts  the  user  that  the  original  choice  of  those  items  was 
made  not  by  the  compiler,  but  by  the  Seminal  editors,  who  are  two  much 
better  judges.  (The  compiler  also  made  use  of  the  Credits  section  of  Seminal 
to  enhance  the  annotations  in  a  number  of  cases). 

Inclusions  from  Seminal  were  taken,  for  the  most  part,  as  they  appeared 
in  that  anthology,  without  further  verification,  or  addition  of  pagination, 

ISBN,  or  other  secondary  information.  A  few,  but  by  no  means  all,  of  the 
works  in  other  genres  which  are  mentioned  within  the  biographical 
paragraphs,  were  added  to  the  list.  The  user  should  consult  Seminal  for 
additional  information  on  poets  included  in  that  collection. 

To  note  once  again,  the  pre-1984  primary  and  secondary  references  in 
Seminal  were  not  in  general  considered  for  inclusion  in  the  earlier  Gay 
Canada  (2009)  bibliography  and  no  further  checking  of  Seminal  was  done 
in  preparation  of  this  consolidated  list  in  hand. 

Works  extracted  from  the  Canadian  Lesbian  and  Gay  Archives  book 
catalogue  are  listed  with  an  accompanying  CLGA  reference.  This  is  done  to 
facilitate  finding  works  that  are,  in  many  cases,  not  widely  held  and,  secondly, 
to  call  attention  to  possibly  different  inclusion  criteria  for  the  CEGA  list.

BOOK  REVIEWS  /  CRITIQUES  DES  LIVRES 

NOTE  that  this  is  a  sample  only,  as  explained  helow,  and  is  heavily  weighted 
towards  reviews  from  earlier  years  (1970s  and  early  1980s), 

In  compilation  of  Homosexuality  in  Canada,  1st  edition  (1979),  and  the  later 
Gay  Canada, ...  1 984-2008  (2009),  book  reviews  were  not  specifically  included 
in  the  search  plan,  but  often,  when  encountered,  were  noted  in  an  annotation  to 
the  work  itself.  Such  reviews  from  those  lists  are  thus  to  be  found  in  various  places 
in  this  consolidation  and  book  review  coverage  is  not  thorough  for  the  time  periods  of 
the  lists. 

However,  the  updating  of  Homosexuality  in  Canada,  published  as  the  2"‘*  edition 
(1984),  carried  a  special  Book  Reviews  section  (ordered  there  by  reviewer). 

It  is  that  list,  reordered  according  to  title  of  work,  that  is  included  here  with 
no  attempt  being  made  to  gather  book  reviews  noted  in  the  1979  and  2009 
bibliographies  for  relisting  in  the  Book  Reviews  section. 

(Note  also  that  Homosexuality  in  Canada,  2’^‘^  edition,  includes  reviews  for  some 
works  that  are  not  Canadian,  but  the  reviews  may  have  been  written  by  Canadians 
or  published  in  Canadian  magazines).

Everything  in  this  bibliography  is  historical  in  the  sense  of  noting  inquiries  and 
reports  from  the  past.  To  clarify  use,  this  heading  is  mainly  for  works  which  view 
from  their  own  time  back  to  a  previous  period.  Thus,  an  item  published  in  the 
1980s  with  the  purpose  of  examining  issues  of  the  1960s  is  more  likely  to  be  found 
in  this  section,  but  a  1980  item  discussing  contemporaneous  issues,  religious  or 
sociological,  for  example,  is  more  likely  to  be  listed  in  the  Religion  or  Sociology 
section.  Sometimes  double  listings  are  provided.  For  historical  items  from  the  user’s 
point  in  time,  it  might  be  worthwhile  to  examine  headings  in  addition  to  this  one. 

The  user  can  note  that  Gary  Kinsman’s  Regulation  of  Desire,  ed.,  the  citation 
to  which  can  be  found  below  in  this  section,  refers  often  to  unpublished  papers, 
some  of  which  were  presented  at  the  “Queer  Sites”  lesbian  and  gay  studies 
conference,  Toronto,  May  1993;  at  the  “Out  of  the  Archives”  conference  on  the 
history  of  bisexuals,  lesbians  and  gay  men  in  Canada,  York  University,  January 
1994;  and  at  the  “Sex  and  the  State”  lesbian/gay  history  conference,  July  1985. 
Kinsman  also  cites  many  items  appearing  in  the  gay/lesbian  press.  Such  references 
are,  as  a  rule,  not  included  in  this  list,  although  a  few  exceptions  have  been  made. 
Please  refer  to  Kinsman’s  work  directly  for  additional  reference  to  unpublished 
works  and  items  in  gay  periodicals. 

The  user  can  also  note  the  existence  of  a  Web  site  for  the  Canadian  Committee  on 
the  History  of  Sexuality,  an  official  subcommittee  of  the  Canadian  Historical 
Association,  established  in  1996  (  http://www.chashcacommittees-comitesa.ca/cchs/ 
viewed  Jan.  1 1,  2018).

ANGLICANE  DU  CANADA 

User  can  note  that  Anglican  Journal,  the  national  newspaper  of  the  Anglican 
Church  of  Canada  (although  not  an  official  organ),  carries  many  news  stories, 
articles,  and  editorials  regarding  the  current  LGBTQ  issues  of  concern  to  its  and 
other  denominations.  The  compiler,  instead  of  indexing  all  of  these  (often  relatively 
brief)  items,  has  included  only  a  few,  and  will  simply  remind  user  of  availability 
through  indexes  such  as  CPI.Q  to  items  from  this  newspaper.  One  could  see,  as  three 
randomly  chosen  issues,  vol.  128,  issue  9  (November  2002)  and  vol.  129,  issues  8 
and  9  (October  and  November  2003)  for  at  least  eleven  items  treating  various  subject 
matters.  Issues  of  ordination,  gay  marriage,  and  gay  rights  continued  as  topics  of 
concern  in  the  first  decade  of  the  twenty-first  century.

User  might  note  that  there  are  many  articles  (indexed  in  CPI.Q  and  elsewhere),  particularly 
from  the  periodical  Catholic  Insight.  These  items  are  quite  often  short  opinion  pieces, 
although  frequently  labelled  as  “articles.”  Several  have  been  included  immediately  following 
this  introduction  to  give  the  user  a  sense  of  the  Canadian  popular-press  Roman  Catholic 
periodical  literature  in  this  field.  A  very  small  number  appear  elsewhere  in  the  list, 
primarily  in  the  POLITICS  section.  Comprehensive  inclusion,  however,  would,  in  the 
compiler’s  opinion,  serve  to  clutter  the  bibliography  and  frustrate  the  user  (just  as  it  would  in 
the  not  dissimilar  case  of  articles  in  the  Christian  fundamentalist  Alberta  Report,  which  title 
is  noted  in  the  introductory  material  to  Gay  Canada  and  which  appears  under  variant  titles). 

A  more  thorough  retrieval  of  these  magazine  items  for  research  purposes  may  be  had,  then, 
through  indexes  and  direct  examination  for  relevant  time  periods.  (It  is  notable  that  this 
periodical  would  appear  to  get  very  good  coverage  by  the  mainstream  Canadian  general- 
periodical  indexing  services). 

Thirteen  examples  from  Catholic  Insight,  then,  with  no  specific  emphasis  intended, 
are  the  following,  in  which  the  user  will  also  note  the  pointed  use  of  quotation  marks 
within  article  titles  (as  presented  in  the  indexing  service):

Items  in  this  section,  unlike  those  of  most  other  sections,  have  been  given 
primary  grouping  by  year  and  then  have  been  arranged  alphabetically  within  each  year. 
This  has  been  done  mainly  because  chronological  development  is  important  in  relation 
to  issues  of  precedent.  In  addition,  for  this  consolidation,  case  law  references  and  other 
legal  literature  have  been  interfiled  within  each  yearly  (or  other)  time  period. 


Note  regarding  Hurley  title: 

The  reader  seeking  an  overview  might  consider  first  examining  Mary  C.  Hurley’s 
Sexual  Orientation  and  Legal  Rights.  See  entry  and  link  for  a  late  edition  of  this 
work  at  Hurley  in  the  Year  2010  publications  section,  below.  The  French  title  is 

Orientation  sexuelle  et  garanties  iuridiques. 

The  work,  under  imprint  of  the  Library  of  Parliament,  has  been  an  annually 
updated  overview  of  legal  issues  since  1992,  The  latest  edition  examined  carries 
quite  an  extensive  case  law  list  (about  90  selected  cases  in  the  edition  revised 
24  February  2010). 


Note  about  case  law  refereuces  lu  the  bibliography: 

Of  the  three  lists  consolidated  in  this  work,  only  Homosexuality  in  Canada,  2"‘*  ed. 
(1984),  presents  separate  sections  specifically  of  case  law  references,  although  many 
cases  (or  at  least  some  literature  about  such  cases)  appear  in  the  other  two  bibliographies 
(1979  and  2009). 

Overall,  then,  there  are  many  citations  concerning  major  judicial  and  tribunal 
judgements  here,  but  references  in  this  section  do  not  by  any  means  comprise  a 
comprehensive  list  of  relevant  case  law  across  all  Canadian  federal  and  local 
jurisdictions  and  the  consolidator  has  not  attempted  to  extend  case  references  beyond 
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those  citations  already  carried  by  the  three  lists. 

The  user  might  wish  to  consult  additional  sources,  and  several  items 
in  this  bibliography  would  be  helpful  in  that  regard.  Specifically,  the  Hurley 
Sexual  Orientation  and  Legal  Rights  document  (in  many  editions,  including  a 
2010  revision;  see  Hurley  note  above),  carries  such  citations;  the  compilation.  Sexual 
Orientation  Cases,  prepared  ca.  1997  by  the  Library  of  Parliament  at  the  request  of 
MP  Mr.  Svend  Robinson,  lists  about  146  cases  of  various  types  (see  at 
Year  1997,  below);  the  Alexander  Gigeroff  1966  LL.M  thesis  carries  a  Table  of  Cases 
several  pages  in  length  (see  Years  before  1970  section,  below);  and  Kathleen  Lahey’s 
Are  We  ‘Persons’  Yet?  (University  of  Toronto  Press,  1999),  listed  elsewhere  in  this 
bibliography,  provides  a  large  number  of  references  to  Canadian  case  law 
There  are  as  well  general  legal  electronic  databases,  such  as  Westlaw  and 
Lexis,  which  will  be  helpful,  as  would  be  the  “Judgments  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Canada”  site  by  Lexum.

This  doeument  is  the  response  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  to 
questions  submitted  by  the  federal  government  in  its  request  for  Court 
opinion  before  legislators  proeeeded  with  same-sex  marriage  legislation. 

Note  further  that  a  large  number  of  individual  AMICUS  eatalogue  reeords 
exist  for  submissions  leading  up  to  the  Court’s  deeision. 

No  attempt  was  made  to  list  these  individually,  but  the  user  may  retrieve 
many  faetum  referenees/doeuments  of  interveners  from  the  AMICUS 
eatalogue  using  a  TITLE  seareh  beginning  as  follows:

Note  below  provides 
some  additional  detail) 

Compiler  note;  The  Act  to  amend  the  Criminal  Code  (hate  propaganda) 
was  first  introduced  in  2002  as  a  private  member’s  bill.  Bill  C-250,  by 
NDP  Member  of  Parliament  Mr.  Svend  Robinson.  The  bill  died  in  2003, 
but  was  reintroduced  in  February  2004.  Its  subsequent  passage  amended 
Criminal  Code,  R.S.C.  1985,  c.  C-46,  ss.  318  and  319  by  including  “sexual 
orientation”  in  s.  318(4)  in  respect  of  an  “identifiable  group”  and  also  by 
modifying  s.  319,  at  s.  319(3)(b),  with  respect  to  defence  against  the 
incitement  of  hatred  based  on  opinion  arising  from  belief  in  a  religious 
text.  (Interested  user  could  see  also  Svend  Robinson’s  “Mending  a  Sick 
Society,”  Briarpatch  32(4)  (Dec.  2002);  7  ,  which  concerns  the 
amendment).  There  was  controversy  over  the  bill.

“Statutes  by  Title”  heading  at  that  site). 

Within  the  Criminal  Code,  ss.  318  and  319  are  in  “Part  VIII;  Offences 
against  the  person  and  reputation,”  under  subheading  “Hate  propaganda”. 

(Section  718.2  of  the  Criminal  Code  [in  Part  XXIII;  Sentencing]  also 
includes  “sexual  orientation”  among  those  listed  categories  in  which 
courts  are  required  to  consider  bias,  prejudice  or  hate  as  aggravating 
circumstances  in  criminal  sentencing.  That  change  originated  with 
Bill  C-41,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Criminal  Code  (sentencing)  and  other 
Acts  of  consequence  thereof,  which  received  royal  assent  July  13,  1995. 
[There  are  a  few  references  to  the  Bill  C-41  issue  elsewhere,  including  in 
the  Sociology  -Violence  /  Abuse  /  Homophobia  section.  There  was 
controversy  at  that  time,  too,  regarding  the  inclusion  of  “sexual 
orientation”]).

The  introductory  remarks  from  H  in  C,  edition,  regarding  omission  of 
certain  citations  from  the  Popular  Non-Gay  Periodicals  section  there  are  repeated  here 
as  follows: 

Reader ’s  Digest  and  Time  (Canada)  have  been  treated  here  as  American 
publications.  In  any  case,  only  a  few  articles  about  gays  were  found  in 
these  periodicals.  For  example,  Reader ’s  Disest  carried  an  article  condensed 
from  McCall ’s  in  its  September  1971  issue,  pp.  60-63,  and  entitled 
“What Makes  a  Homosexual?  ”  The  French-language  version  appeared  in  the  \ 
novembre  1971  issue,  pp.  83-87.  Passing  reference  was  made  to  homosexuality 
in  an  article  on  Canadian  prisons  in  the  December  9,  1974  issue  of 
Time  (Canada),  and  an  article  in  the  September  19,  1969  issue  (p.  18)  concerns 
the  reaction  of  newspapers  to  a  Weekend  Magazine  article  on  homosexuality.

A  few  references  from  those  other  sections  also  appear  here,  but  there  is 
more  to  be  found  on  many  issues  at  the  other  headings. 

NOTE  that  the  entries  here  are  substantially  weighted  to  the  pre-1984  period, 
because  Homosexuality  in  Canada,  edition  (1984)  chose  to  include  a  special 
“Prisons  and  Criminology/Ees  Prisons  et  la  criminologie”  section  and  most  of 
the  entries  at  that  heading  were  placed  here  in  the  consolidated  list.  In  addition, 
however,  some  earlier  Homosexuality  in  Canada,  L*  edition  (1979) 
sociological  works  and  a  few  Gay  Canada  (2009)  items  noted  in  the  Sociology 
subsections  of  General  and  Miscellaneous  Works,  Violence/ Abuse,  and  Police 
(and  in  the  Eaw  section)  have  been  either  transferred  to  this  section  or  double- 
listed. 


The  meaning  of  the  phrases  “sexual  offence”  and  “sexual  deviation”  has 
evolved  over  the  decades.  The  latter  half  of  the  twentieth  century  saw  a  clearer 
understanding  of  the  broad  range  of  human  sexuality;  the  passage  of 
decriminalization  legislation  (1969);  demedicalization  by  the  psychiatric  and 
psychological  associations  (1973);  and  increased  political  and  social  activity  by 
the  gay  community  in  pressing  for  full  citizenship. 

These  developments  altered  official  reaction  to  many  of  the  actions  and 
states  of  being  that  had  been,  up  until  then,  considered  illegal  and  sick,  and 
which  had  been  studied  by  researchers,  treated  by  medical  professionals,  tried  by 
the  courts,  and  punished  in  the  prison  system  as  such. 

With  the  changes,  what  was  considered  to  be  an  offence  under  law  or  a 
deviation  in  medical  terms  shifted,  focusing  on  a  narrower  range  of  behaviours, 
including  sexual  acts  involving  violence,  lack  of  consent,  and  pedophilia  (both 
heterosexual  and  homosexual).  The  focus  included  violence  against  gays  and 
lesbians  (“gay  bashing,”  hate  crimes),  but  also  violence  within  gay  relationships. 
What  was  earlier  defined  as  sexually  criminal,  evolved  towards  a  point  of  greater 
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equality  of  sexual  expression  for  all  Canadians,  whether  homosexual,  heterosexual, 
or  of  other  sexuality. 

That  evolution  is  refleeted  in  the  literature  of  eriminology,  law  and  medieine,  and 
is  the  reason  for  providing  a  rough  division  below  (with  1970  taken  as  the  ad  hoc 
watershed  point).  This  division  is  to  help  the  user  to  possibly  note  more  easily 
some  of  the  shifts  in  emphasis  that  have  taken  place.

The  bill  died  in  2003, 
but  was  reintroduced  in  February  2004.  Its  subsequent  passage  amended 
Criminal  Code,  R.S.C.  1985,  c.  C-46,  ss.  318  and  319  by  including  “sexual 
orientation”  in  s.  318(4)  in  respect  of  an  “identifiable  group”  and  also  by 
modifying  s.  319,  at  s.  319(3)(b),  with  respect  to  defence  against  the 
incitement  of  hatred  based  on  opinion  arising  from  belief  in  a  religious 
text.  (Interested  user  could  see  also  Svend  Robinson’s  “Mending  a  Sick 
Society,”  Briarpatch  32(4)  (Dec.  2002);  7  ,  which  concerns  the 
amendment).  There  was  controversy  over  the  bill.

Only  a 
sample  of  these  appeared  in  the  three  lists  consolidated  here,  and  inclusions  on  those  lists 
would  reflect  in  part  the  amount  of  material  of  relevance  at  the  various  times  of  compilation. 
The  number  of  references  available  when  Gay  Canada  (2009)  was  prepared  was  much 
greater  than  when  the  earlier  lists  were  done,  and  required  a  more  thorough  rejection  of  less 
substantial  items.  As  a  generalization,  each  of  the  lists  included  quite  substantive  or 
prominent  works  for  their  time  periods,  but  some  of  the  inclusions  from  the  earlier  lists 
would  not  have  been  noted  in  the  later  Gay  Canada  list.  These  earlier  references  have, 
nevertheless,  been  carried  over  into  the  consolidation. 

The  current  researcher  looking  at  either  broad  or  more  focused  areas  may  want  to 
retrieve  additional  material  (or  may,  on  the  other  hand,  wish  to  ignore  some  references 
to  little-known  publications,  treating  these  as  signposts  only).

Entries  with  inaccessible  links  were  removed,  unless  an  updated  address  could 
be  found.  (The  Homosexuality  in  Canada  lists  preceded  the  Internet  era). 

In  the  consolidated  list,  websites  have  generally  been  listed  separately,  here  in  the 
Internet  Resources  section,  instead  of  being  included  in  the  subject  or  format 
categories  where  print  (or  video)  items  dominate.  Electronic  resources  would  be 
difficult  to  ferret  out  if  included  under  subject.  (There  are,  however,  a  number  of 
exceptions  to  this  policy). 

If  the  user  finds  an  address  to  be  invalid,  search  the  name  using  a  search  engine  to 
determine  if  the  site  might  still  exist  at  a  different  location.  Addresses  often 
change  over  the  years.

Many  works  in  this  section  will  be  of  mainly  historical  interest. 

Many  of  the  bibliographies  include  a  high  percentage  of  non-Canadian  items.

Canadian-produced  works  have  been  included  with  the  justification  that  what  they 
contain,  although  not  always  of  high  Canadian  content,  has  been  judged  by  informed 
individuals  as  material  valuable  for  use  by  Canadian  students  or  others.

Note  that  the  edition  of  the  Homosexuality  in  Canada  bibliography  listed  in  its

nature  which  have  not  been  added  to  the  list  below.  Some  of  those  works  were 
noted  in  the  introductory/methodology  sections  of  the  Spence  bibliographies  as 
general  sources  searched  for  Igbt-related  citations.  This  current  consolidation  uses  its 
Bibliographies  section  to  call  attention  to  items  related  specifically  to  Igbt-related  issues. 
Thus  the  following  seven  sources  from  H  in  C,  2^^  ed.,  have  not  been  repeated  below:

Following  those  two  lists,  the  Miscellany  section  then  notes  references  to  publications  of 
various  natures  and  subject  matter  that  have  not  been  more  precisely  classified  for  this 
consolidation. 


Note  on  the  list  of  ’zines: 

’Zincs  (generally,  small-circulation  and  non-commercial  periodical  publications)  have 
not  been  specifically  sought  out  for  the  list. 

Note  reference  to  Scott  Treleaven’s  “This  is  the  Salivation  Army”  in  the 

LITERATURE  -  MISCEELANEOUS  section,  where  it  was  placed  in  the  earlier 

Gay  Canada  list  and  retained  there  for  this  consolidation;  that  title  has  been  repeated  below. 

The  University  of  Toronto’s  Thomas  Eisher  Rare  Book  Eibrary  exhibition  titled 
“Queer  CanLit,”  held  during  Summer  2008  (and  the  catalogue  for  which  is  listed  elsewhere 
in  this  bibliography),  displayed  issues  from  approximately  a  dozen  ’zincs,  primarily  from  the 
Toronto  and  Vancouver  areas.  Those  issues  ranged  in  date  from  the  1980s  through  2004. 
Titles  of  ’zincs  displayed  in  that  exhibit  are  given  below.  Basic  information  was  extracted 
from  display  case  card  descriptions.  The  itemization  below  will  provide  a  rudimentary 
beginning  point  for  the  interested  user  who  does  not  have  access  to  the  exhibition  catalogue 
or  to  the  Canadian  Lesbian  and  Gay  Archives.

This  consolidated  list  has  brought  together  references  in  three  bibliographies; 
namely.  Homosexuality  in  Canada,  U‘  edition  (1979),  Homosexuality  in  Canada,  2"‘*  ed., 
(1984)  and  Gay  Canada  (2009).  Only  Homosexuality  in  Canada,  2”^^  ed.,  presented  a 
separate  category  labelled  Catalogues,  and  it  is  that  short  special  list  that  is  given  here. 

The  user  should  note,  then,  that  the  list  carries  no  titles  later  than  the  1984  publication 
date  of  that  second  edition.  In  fact,  the  publication  dates  of  all  catalogues  listed  range  from 
the  late  1940s  to  the  1970s. 
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Note  on  “Young,  Ian”  works  in  this  and  other  sections: 

The  prolific  Canadian  poet,  bibliographer,  and  commentator,  Ian  Young, 
is  represented  in  various  sections  of  this  bibliography,  most  notably  perhaps  in  the 
LITERATURE  -  POETRY  section.  However,  his  work  appears  in  other  sections  as  well, 
including  in  this  MISCEELANY  section,  below,  which  cites  a  variety  of  works  specifically 
from  the  foreign  periodical  press,  not  necessarily  for  Canadian  content,  but  included  because 
of  the  author’s  local  prominence.

This  is  a  selected  list  of  approximately  seventy  Canadian  Igbt  serial  publications 
which  aims  to  highlight  significant  titles  and  geographic  diversity,  with  some 
representation  also  across  the  decades.  It  is  the  list  that,  with  a  few 
later  amendments  and  holdings  updates,  appeared  in  the  Gay  Canada  (2009) 
bibliography.  It  was  originally  constructed  mainly  with  reference  to  a  list 
provided  by  Alan  V.  Miller  of  CLGA  and  by  extraction  of  some  of  the  titles 
noted  in  the  Bibliotheque  nationale  du  Quebec  catalogue.  It  can  be  criticized 
for  both  omissions  and  inclusions. 

A  comprehensive  list  of  Canadian  titles  can  be  extracted  from  the  international 
(including  Canadian)  title  list  of  holdings  posted  at  the  website  of  the  Canadian 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Archives,  Toronto.  As  of  late  2017,  the  Archives  (www.clga.ca) 
has  a  searchable  PDF  file,  dated  June  22,  2017,  for  examination. 

The  FIND  function  on  that  file  can  be  used  to  extract  titles  by  place  of 
publication  (e.g.,  a  search  for  Saskatoon  retrieves  (with  some  duplication) 

59  matches). 

The  user  can  also  keep  in  mind  some  of  Alan  V.  Miller’s  older  extensive 
periodicals  lists  (Our  Own  Voices  is  one  example),  noted  in  the  Bibliographies, 
Checklists,  and  Indexes  section  of  this  consolidation. 


Not  included  in  this  consolidation  are  the  lengthy  Canadian  periodicals  lists  of  the 
early  Homosexuality  in  Canada  bibliographies  (1st  ed.  (1979)  and  2"‘*  ed.  (1984)). 
Those  are  of  historical  interest,  but  are  now,  over  thirty  years  later,  much  outdated 
lists  of  titles  published  (and  issues  gathered  by  the  Archives)  up  to  1984. 

The  user  should  rather  check  the  recent  CLGA  electronic  list  noted  above  for 
current  titles  and  holdings  of  the  Archives. 

Homsexuality  in  Canada  (1st  ed.,  1979)  included  approximately  106 
Canadian  gay  periodical  titles,  overwhelmingly  from  the  1970s. 

Three  historically  important  works  on  that  list,  published  in  the 
mid-  to  late- 1960s,  have  been  included  in  the  list  below.  Those  titles 
are;  ASK  Newsletter,  Gay,  and  Two. 

The  1984  edition  of  Homosexuality  in  Canada  noted  approximately  363 
Canadian  Gay  Periodicals  and  21  Lesbian  and  Feminist  Periodicals, 
mainly  from  the  1970s  and  early  1980s.  That  list  also  carried  several 
1960s  illustrated  physique  magazine  titles  (e.g..  Ahoy,  Crew,  Face  and 
Physique,  The  Male  Nude,  Physique  Illustrated,  Y oung  Flesh, 

Your  Physique),  which  have  not  been  included  in  the  list  below. 

By  2001,  the  date  of  compilation  of  the  first  edition  of  the  Gay  Canada 
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bibliography,  CLGA  had  over  1,100  Canadian  serial  titles. 

This  number  is  noted  to  emphasize  the  high  selectivity  of  the  list 
following  and  the  need  for  the  serious  user  to  look  beyond  that  list. 

There  are  many  specialized  AIDS  newsletters,  titles  of  gay  university  and 
college  organizations,  periodicals  issued  by  local  gay  religious  groups, 
titles  from  gay  sports  leagues,  works  directed  to  ethnic  minority  groups  within 
the  Canadian  Igbt  community,  titles  for  those  with  specific  sexual  preferences, 
gay  business  magazines  and  catalogues,  and  Pride  Day  annuals, 
which  are  not  on  the  following  list. 

Indexing  of  Igbt  serial  titles: 

A  small  number  of  Canadian  titles  have  indexes  to  their  contents. 

See  annotations  at  several  titles  below  and  also  see  the  Bibliographies, 
Checklists  and  Indexes  section  of  this  consolidation.
